CLEVELAND— The bodies of 12 mutilated and dissected murder victims __ 


arc the ghastly evidence that the United States hiss produced a monster in the 
class with Jack-thc-Rippcr, Fritz Hdarmnhn, and "Bluebeard" Henri Lantlru. 


Britain's Ripper, whose name still 


chills the blood of late walkers in 
London's Whilechapcl district, murder- 
ed five women. "Bluebeard" Landru 
killed between 11 and W of the 283 
French women he caused to love him, 
perhaps many more. And Hani-inarm, 
German monster, 
confessed 
to 15 


murders 
and 
probably 
committed 


others. 


Lundru, the cold, repulsive French- 


man who exercised so strange a fasci- 
nation for women, whom he married 
murdered, and cremated in a furnace 
in hi.s villa suburban to Paris, died on 
Iho sni'liMine t--f \y ;,,<rociou.s crimes. 
Haarmann butchered between 30 and 
40 young boys orphaned by the World 
war and he too died on the guillotine 


Jack-th-Rip|)cr wa.s never definitely 


identified or captured, and the "Killer 
of Kinsbury Run" whose 13 dismem- 
bered victims entitle him to a place 
in the annals of crime likewise remains 
M phantom, 
captured. 


Three Years of Terror 


Only three of Cleveland's mad kill- 


er's victims have been idenlified, and 
the most painstaking police search 
for nearly three years has failed to 
produce a single really suggestive clew. 
The fact that he appears to have chos- 
en hi.s victims from among the lowly 
and friendless has helped him to cov- 
er his tracks. 


A part of the city much frequented 


by such homeless drifters,' Kingsbury 
Run, gave the killer hi.s name, for most 
of the earlier victims were found in 
the lonely, brush-overgrown valley of 
that stream, where hidden pools of 
.stagnant water gleam iu the reflec- 
tion from blast furnaces and hulks of 
industrial plants lining its rim. 


On September 23, 19:15, the headless 


bodies of two men were found 
in 


Kingsbury Run. Each had been killed 
by decapitation, each had been muti- 
lated. A .swift, unerring strike of a 
.sharp, heavy knife had severed those 
heads. The killer plainly had both 
the cold nerve of a madman and a cer- 
tain amount of rough skill in dissec- 
tion. 


One victim wa.s identified as Edward 


Andrassy< a hospital orderly, who.sc 
relatives had seen him alive four days 
before the bodies wen: found. The 
other, never identified, wa.s judged 
to have been killed 18 days earlier.

Terrific Storm 


BOSTON, Mass.—(/I')—A hurricane 


reaching 100-mile-an-hour proportions, 
accompanied by a tidal wave Wednes- 
day struck New England, caused at 
least 68 deaths, more thair 100 injuries 
and damage estimated in millions of 
dollars.

Massachusetts—19. 
Connecticut—14. 
Rhode Island—14. 
New York—17. 
New Hampshire—4. 
The storm, sweeping suddenly out 


of the southeast, apparently drove di- 
rectly at Providence, H. I., and Fall 
River on the Massachusetts coastline. 


Merger reports from Providence, 


where all communication lines were 
down, indicated four feet of water in 
downtown streets. Roofs were lifted 
from buildings by the wind. Similar 
conditions prevailed in Fall River, 
where warehouses and railroad box 
cars floated on the crest of the tide, 
driven in by the fury of the onshore 
gale. 


At Providence on Narragansctt bay, 


the tide rushqd into the city as far as 
the Providence Journal building, which 
was flooded to a depth of four feel. 
The paper may not be able to publish 
its Thursday morning edition. 


At Bristol, R. I., raging waters swept 


1.000 feet or more inland, driving hun- 
dreds fro mthcir homes. 


At Fall River, Mass., where a fall- 


ing chimney injured 20 earlier in the 
day and wind felled a church, the tidal 
wave wrecked numerous automobiles 
iuid was still rising.

Still JVo Clews 


With the new discoveries, it gradual- 


ly became clear that these were no 
isolated crimes, but the work of a 
human field. And when on January 
2G, 193fi, the pi-r.si.slenl barking of a 
dog led to the discovery of another 
dismembered torso, a shudder ran 
across the city. Other parts Of the 
body, but not Ihe head, of Mrs. Flor- 
ence Sawdey Polillo were found ricar- 
by. But even identification of this 
victim produced no clews. 


In June the .severed head of a man 


and then his dissected body were 
found in the Kingsbury Run, section; 
in July the headless body of anolhci; 
man; in September the severed parts 
of the body of another victim, but not 
the head, were found. 


Literally hundreds of suspects were 


quizzed, dozens of confessions were 
found false, thousands of "tips" were 
run down in vain. Not even a descrip- 
tion of the killer, not a single clew to 
his identity could' be found. 


With sickening regularity bodies or 


parts of bodies kept turning up, men 
and women, young and old, but nearly 
all unidentified, friendless, unknown. 


Only one more victim was identi- 


fied. A skeleton wrapped in a bur- 
lap bag wa.s found under a bridge in 
the same district, It was later shown

They're All Bursas 


A bursa is a little sac containing 


;iluid which acts :os.a .protector and hi- 
.bdcator;at iportiohs^of the body where 
there is likely to be repeated irritation 
and pressure. When a bursa is too 
niuch pressed upon or irritated, -there 
is likely 'to be -inflammation, .with in- 
creased-fluid and swelling. 
. The condition commonly called a 
bunion is one of the most frequent 
forms .of buMitis. It results from a 
rubbing on the head of a bone of -the 
.-big toe, .caused iby ..the .wearing of 
short, narrow, high-heeled -shoes. First 
the skin..over the ,top,of'.this bone gets 
red, then .there .is thickening of the 
skin with the formation of a callus. 
.Fluid forms in .the sac under the skin, 
and as this fluid increases there is 
swelling. 


The .constant wearing of tight shoes 


will produce such thickening of the 
skin and swelling of the -wall of the 
bursa 'that >gradually .the whole ioot is 
deformed :by the .development of a 
chronic buraitis -or a -big :bunion. 


There *re other forms of bursitis 


which are associated with certain oc- 
cupsUons. Housemaid's knee is a 
form of bursitis which results from 
chronic pressure on the knee-cap as- 
sociated with kneeling on .the floor. 
Miner's elbow is a similar condition, 
affecting-the elbows .of miners. 


Actually these little sacs are present 


in sc many different parts of the body 
that inflammations .and swellings m,ay 
cc-cur frt>m them in all sorts'• of "loca- 


tions. Golfers 
frequently 
get 
them j 


ever the shoulders and back. 


In the old clays such swellings were 


Fcmetimes treated by attempting to 
bang them with a book or by pressing 
on them with the thumb. 


This kind of rough and ready treat- 


ment occasionally got a good result, 
but in many other instances brought 
about secondary harm that was worse 
tha nthe bursa. 


When a bursa beccmes infected, it is 


a surgical condition demanding prompt 
treatment by the doctor. Sometimes, 
also, a bursa is secondarily affected by 
a disease like gout or arthritis. Some- 
times the bursa becomes filld with 
chalky deposit so that there is a per- 
manent interference with motion. 


If the bursa is seen in an early stage, 


the doctor will usually put on a splint 
or a bandage and restrict the motion 
so as to prevent irritation and increase 
.of the swelling. 


Sometimes the doctotr puts a needle 


into the bursa .and draws out the ex- 
cess fluid.

The report indicated some uncertain- 


ly as -to future efforts on the general 
economy of present exlensive hold- 
ing by institutions of government ob- 
ligations. 


The report also said that state and 


local governments had reduced their 
indebtedness since 1933, and that the 
net .federal-debt is not so large as some 
claims have indicated. 


Tax exemplion of federal, state and 


local government securities, the re- 
port said, "makes it unhealthily .easy 
for government bodies to go into debt," 
and makes "debt investment too at- 
tractive to wealthy people who can 
best afford to run the risk of direct 
ownership in stock;:, real estate, and 
other equities."
